A pair of chairs, nearly similar, of smaller proportions, with 
carved rail beneath, covered with crimson satin richly 
embroidered with appliqué work—ZItalian, early 17th 
Century 

A pair, nearly similar, the arms carved and finishing in spiral 
scrolls—Italian, early 17th Century 

A pair of walnut-wood stools, formed as S-shaped scrolls, 
back to back, with velvet seats—Italian, 17th Century 
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A chair, of walnut-wood, broad flat foot-rail, carved with 
compositions of scrollwork, and with crimson damask 
seat and back—LTtalzan, late 16th Century 


An X-shaped folding-stool, of pear-wood, inlaid with chevron 
bands, Genoa velvet seat—17th Century 


A Watnut-Woop Cuarr, the back carved and pierced with 
elaborate tracery, with wings at the sides in the form 
of pastoral staves, the stretcher and legs pierced with 
tracery ; the whole executed under Gothic influence 


An oblong coffer, with panels carved with linen-fold design 
divided by crocketed pinnacles, and with a wrought-iron
